A Wide Spectrum of 
Korean Films Showing 
at Potsdam Square 





A total of 10 Korean films will be screening at the 61st Berlinale. The fact that this is the 
most Korean films ever shown at the festival is not as significant as the fact that the films 
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were invited to a variety of sections of the festival, such as Competition, Panorama, Forum, 
Berlinale Shorts, and Culinary Cinema. Such diversity not only proves that current Korean 
films are being made with different production budgets and processes, but, more impor- 
tantly, shows that the films reflect a wide range of social values. Those results will be on 
full display at Potsdam Square in Berlin. 





<The Unjust>, <Ashamed>, and <Dance Town>—all screening in the Panorama section— 
serve as invaluable guide books for exploring the world of contemporary Korean cinema. 
Since 2000, director RYOO Seung-wan has delivered a wide range of stories within the 
convention of the action genre, and his unique style continues to progress with <The Un- 
just>. The difference with this film is that RYOO proves his ability as a genre master and 
auteur by sharply capturing the contradiction of society within the typical genre style. <The 
Unjust> was one of the Korean films which attracted a lot of attention in 2010, both com- 
mercially and critically. 


Seven years after his directorial debut <So Cute>, KIM Soo-hyun makes his long-awaited 
; / return with his second film <Ashamed>. KIM has repeatedly taken a unique approach 
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to examining universal human values such as power, love and desire. In <So Cute>, KIM 
provided a chronicle of the life of a father and his three sons from different mothers. In 
<Ashamed>, he portrays the life of women who share the same name (Ji-woo), focusing 
on the unusual and surprising similarities and differences between the women's lives. Just 
as Gabriel Garcia MARQUEZ used a biographical approach to invoke magical realism in 
literature, KIM presents a chronicle of life through a magical cinematic narration. 


JEON Kyu-hwan burst onto the Korean film scene and gained international fame with his 
“Town Series,” which has shown successfully at several major international film festivals. 
While JEON's first film, <Mozart Town>, featured genre conventions, <Animal Town> used 
a minimal style to describe the mean aspect of life. The third film in the series, <Dance 
Town>, powerfully depicts the pain and violence in the marginalized lives of North Korean 
defectors. As one of the most dynamic Korean directors, JEON's works represent an alter- 





native method of production which quietly varies from the other two Korean directors in 





the Panorama section. 






























We can draw a similar map with the three Korean films screening in the Forum section. Re- 
making LEE Man-hee's <Late Autumn>(1966), a classic Korean film, KIM Tae-yong transfers 
the setting for the love story between stars HYUN Bin and TANG Wei to Seattle. Although 
this film was a global project made by an international co-production, KIM foregoes the 
dazzling action sequences and melancholy mood found in the typical melodrama for an in- 
tricate portrayal of the destiny and love of a man and a woman living marginalized lives. As 
one of the most representative directors of Korean cinema, KIM has intensively examined 
the possibility of communication among people, as he did in his previous work, <Family 
Ties>. In this film, he persuasively shows how people from different worlds manage to live 


their lives in the name of their family or their lover. 


<Self-Referential Traverse: Zeitgeist and Engagement by KIM Sun is a sequel to <Anti Gas 
Skin>, which was introduced last year at the Venice Film Festival and the Pusan Interna- 
tional Film Festival. <Anti Gas Skin>, directed by GOKSA (the KIM twins) was a fable with 
critical implications regarding Korean society, but this sequel speaks more directly about 
social problems. As one of Korea's most important independent filmmakers since 2000, 
GOKSA (or KIM Sun) has a documentarian view of the world, struggling to capture current 
life on film in the hopes of providing enlightenment through cinema. 


<Cheonggyecheon Medley: A Dream of Iron> is the only Korean documentary film screen- 
ing at this year’s Berlinale. Cheonggyecheon is the name of a region situated in the center 
of Seoul which was once a dense area filled with small factories and industries. After re- 
development, most of the laborers of Cheonggyecheon were displaced, until there was vir- 
tually no trace of the past left in the region. Debut director Kelvin Kyung Kun PARK portrays 
the ruptured flow of time and space by simultaneously telling the story of his grandfather 
and showing the modern image of Seoul, one of the world’s most rapidly changing cities. 
This documentary not only vividly reveals the vibrant city landscapes of Seoul, but also the 


director's urgent desire to document. 


In Berlinale Shorts, <Night Fishing>, directed by PARK Chan-wook and his brother PARK 
Chan-kyong, is understandably attracting a lot of attention because it was shot entirely on 
the iPhone 4. Koreans have fanatically embraced new IT technology and actively respond- 
ed to the shift of social network services. In fact, Korea now hosts a film festival screening 
only films shot by smart phone. Actively engaging with this important social trend, world 
renowned director PARK Chan-wook uses his customary surrealistic vision to deliver this 





story with a twist. This short also addresses the relevant question of how to make a film 
and tell a story in the reality where making and showing a film is connected to a contempo- 
rary event. 


Another short, <Broken Night> by YANG Hyo-joo, is a portrait of the isolated life of young 
people. Compared to <Night Fishing>, this short is more in the traditional style of ma 
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shorts. With a fresh and warm gaze towards the world, the film will allow the audien \ 
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indirectly absorb the basic principles of Korean short films. 


LEE Yoon-ki's latest film <Come Rain, Come Shine> is the first Korean film to be invited to 
the Competition of Berlinale in four years, since PARK Chan-wook’s <I’m a Cyborg, but 
That's Ok>. With top stars HYUN Bin and LIM Soo-jung, this film represents another intrigu- 
ing story from director LEE, who has built his own cinematic world since <This Charming 
Girl> in 2004. In his previous film <My Dear Enemy>, which teamed one of Korea's top ac- 
tresses and actors, JEON Do-youn and HA Jung-woo, LEE revealed people's desire to seek 
respite from the world and the harsh aspects of reality. In <Come Rain, Come Shine>, LEE 
follows another couple facing harsh reality, but audiences for this film may feel at times 
that they are watching a dream. This dreamlike quality reflects that Korean film is still fac- 


ing the problems of reality, while simultaneously longing to escape through cinema. 


<The Recipe>, which is invited to Culinary Cinema, is a film about Korea's traditional 
sauce—bean paste. Combining mystery, romance, fantasy and a warm sense of humor, 
this film employs a unique approach to engage the audience's cinematic imagination and 
allow them to experience the taste of Korea. The film marks the return of Anna LEE, who 
made a sensational debut with <Rub Love> in 1998. 


The 10 Korean films at this year's Berlinale reflect a wide spectrum of contemporary Kore- 
an films in terms of subject, genre, style, technology, reality and even production process. 
Therefore, this year's Berlinale is sure to be an event of great interest, where you can meet 
various generations of Korean directors and enjoy a wide range of Korean films made by 


different modes of production.

SYNOPSIS 

The narrator writes a letter to the ghost of his grandfather wondering if his recurring childhood nightmare 
of rusted metallic images Is related to the family history. After running a scrap metal factory in Tokyo during 
World War Il, his grandfather ended up in Seoul’s Cheonggyecheon district where small-scale run-down 
metal workshops still exist amidst the gentrifying city. Drawing clues from fragments of dreams and myths 
relating to metal, the film reveals the secret alchemy of third world modernity in Cheonggyecheon where 
this nearly-obsolete hand labor still survives. The film attempts to reveal how we shape the metal through 
techniques such as sand casting and milling machines, only to find out that metals have already processed 
us into beings of industrialization instead.

His works have been shown in various film and 
art venues, including the Pusan International Film Festival, Seoul Independent Film Festival, LA Freewaves, 
Dusseldorf Contemporary, Walker Art Center and Rencontres International Paris, Madrid, Berlin. He is 
currently based in Seoul where he runs a multidisciplinary studio named Flying Studio.

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Korean Brotherhood 
at Berlinale 


There are 10 Korean films screening at this year's Berlin Film Festival, the most in the history of Korean 
cinema. Examining the list of the 10 films, an interesting fact emerges which connects several of the 
participants—brotherhood. In this case, brotherhood refers to more than just camaraderie between 
an actor and director, because three of the films represent collaborative efforts between actual broth- 
ers: <The Unjust> (Panorama), a commercially and critically acclaimed film, is the work of the RYOO 
brothers, director RYOO Seung-wan and actor RYOO Seung-bum; <Night Fishing> (Berlinale Shorts), 
shot with iPhone 4, was co-directed by PARK Chan-wook and PARK Chan-kyong; and <Self-Referential 
Traverse: Zeitgeist and Engagement> (Panorama) was directed by KIM Sun, the younger brother of the 
KIM twins, leaders of the Korean independent film scene. 
Although <Self-Referential Traverse: Zeitgeist and Engagement Is credited as a solo effort from KIM Sun, 
the KIM twins have always collaborated on their films under the name of “GOKSA”. In 2008, the KIM brothers 
co-directed <Self Referential Traverse>(Short film) a film featuring an improvisatory style of narration which 
combines puppet animation and live action scenes. Thus, the film can be considered a co-product of the 
KIM twins. Although there is no direct narrative connection between the two films, they share so many com- 
mon elements thatthe latest film can safely be considered a sequel to the previous film. 
RYOO Seung-wan (born in 1973) and RYOO Seung-bum (born in 1980) are the most famous pair of broth- 
ers in Korean film. The RYOO brothers began working together with their renowned debut film <Die 
Bad> (2000), and have since collaborated on a number of remarkable films, such as <Arahan> (2004), 
<Crying Fist> (2005), <Dachimawa Lee> (2008) and <The Unjust>. RYOO Se- 


ung-bum has acted in the films of many other directors, but all of his best 





performances have come in his brother's films, particularly <Die Bad> 

and <Crying Fist>, where he plays a charismatic young rebel who 

suffers from severe growing pains. This type of character could be 

a reflection of the strong bond shared by the RYOO brothers, who 

lost both of their parents early in life and were raised by their grand- 
mother. 


In <The Unjust», RYOO Seung-bum takes on a more mature role as a mar-

ried man for the first time in his career. When he asked his brother “Where 
on earth can this corrupt prosecutor exist?,” the director replied, “It's up to you.” Obviously, over the 
long course of their collaboration, RYOO Seung-wan has learned to trust his brother and recognize his 
ability to find the humor in any kind of character. This partnership and communion of the brothers tran- 
scended the dialogues and details described in the script to bring the prosecutor character to life. It's 
rare to find a pair of brothers working together as director and actor. Because of this unique connec- 
tion, as well as the fact that the RYOO brothers never studied cinema in college and began their careers 


at the bottom of the film industry, they have become role models for many aspiring filmmakers. 





Unlike the RYOO brothers, who have 
shared their dreams from the begin- 
ning, the PARK brothers, PARK Chan- 
wook (born in 1963) and PARK Chan- 
kyong (born in 1965), developed their 

Careers separately in different fields. 

With the success of <Old Boy> (2003), win- 

ner of the 2004 Grand Prix at Cannes, PARK 


Chan-wook became one of the world’s best known film directors. Meanwhile, his brother PARK Chan-

kyong established himself as a media artist, photographer, critic, and installation artist. More recently, 
however, he has begun to focus on film projects, and his documentary <We Wish to Reincarnate in 
Paradise> has been invited to this year’s Rotterdam International Film Festival. Although <Night Fishing> 
is the PARK brothers’ first co-production, they have long shared their opinions on scenarios and ideas. 

<Night Fishing> is a fantasy short film about a mysterious woman caught by a night angler. Upon receiv- 
ing the project, PARK Chan-wook contacted his brother and said “This project will be fun, so let's work 
together.” PARK Chan-kyong developed the story and idea, while PARK Chan-wook focused on its cin- 
ematic adaptation. <Night Fishing> is based on PARK Chan-kyong's previous work, <Sindoan>, which 


is about Korean shamanism. The film represents a fascinating departure for 





PARK Chan-wook, whose cinematic world has always been grounded 
on the theme of “sin and redemption” from a Catholic point of view. 
Although <Self-Referential Traverse: Zeitgeist and Engagement> was 
credited as a solo directorial effort by KIM Sun, the film is recognized as 

a collaboration of the KIM twins, also known as GOKSA. For their 2008 
film <Exhausted> in 2008, KIM Gok was credited as the only director, 
for the simple reason that he had been working in the field longer. The 
KIM twins debuted with a short, <Ecce Homo Behold This Man> in 2000, 


and since then they have worked together on many films: <Anti-Dialectic> in 


KIM Gok 


2002, <Capitalist Manifesto: Working Men of All Countries, Accumulate!> in 2003, <Self Referential Traverse> 
in 2008, and <Anti Gas Skin> in 2010. As the unusual titles indicate, the twins have developed a unique signa- 
ture style of narration, but their films always present compelling analyses of society and civilization. 

Although they are twins, it must be difficult for the KIM brothers to share the same political taste and 
view on the society. But their films are always filled with radical satire and unique style. No other pair 
of twin directors in the world has demonstrated such extreme imagination. For their next project, the 
KIM twins are making a horror film, <White>, funded by CJ Entertainment, Korea's biggest production 
company and distributor. The budget of the film is expected to be twice that of any of their previous 
works. It will be worth watching to see how the twins keep their signature vision and color within the 
commercial film system. 

Exploring the Korean cinema world through the brotherhood of these cinematic talents, who have 
different backgrounds in mainstream, independent and media art, will be another interesting way to ap- 
preciate the Korean films at this year's Berlinale.
